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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the committee of the school district of the town of 
Atkinson: 


I have the honor to submit my third annual report. 


THE SCHOOL WORK. 


The work in the different studies has moved along 
satisfactorily in the channels outlined in my report last 
year. : 

I feel that, in reading, the purpose of the state pro- 
gram of studies has been fairly well achieved. The pupils 
have shown that a love of good reading has been eulti- 
vated by the eager interest and pleasure with which they 
read the books furnished them. We need considerably 
more supplementary material before all the classes are 
equipped as they should be, but, by interchanging among 
the schocls, a good supply has been obtained. 

The progress in handwriting has been most marked, 
which has been due chiefly to the hard work on the part 
of the teachers in drilling themselves in the muscular 
movement. Bad habits of sitting and of holding pencils 
and pens have been broken up and correct ones insisted 
upon all the time. Definite results have been shown in 
this study by the goodly number of scholars who have de- 
veloped very ereditable skill in the muscular movement. 

By eliminating useless topics and by giving more time 
to essentials, the work in arithmetic has been improved. 
The teachers have been held strictly to the aeccomplish- 
ment of the work for each year as laid down in the pro- 
eram of studies. The attainment of the pupils was tested 
last June by the department examinations and the results 
earefully noted. While it is true that these were not all 
we could hope for, a very fair showing was made. Quite 
likely, in a good many cases, the judgment and reasoning 
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power of the pupils had not been properly trained. | It is 
astonishing how very little independent ‘‘thinking’’ a 
child may do in ‘‘going through’’ many pages of the text 
book. Of course, it is the business of the teachers to see 
to it that their pupils do think, and think until they 
acquire sufficient power to compute all the problems the 
common affairs of life shall eall for. The question was 
thoroughly threshed out in two of our teachers’ meetings. 
Later, in December, I tested the children again with better 
results. We have every reason to expect a higher average 
in the test by the department of public instruction next 
June. 

The examinations in grammar last June ranked 
‘‘eood.’’ Those in history, physiology, geography, and 
eivies, ranked ‘‘fair,’’ showing the character of the work 
done in these subjects. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


I have held six teachers’ meetings during the year on 
the following subjects: Arithmetic, (two meetings)) ; 
grammar, (2 meetings); handwriting; the school regis- 
ter. 

The main purpose of these meetings was to interpret 
for the teachers the work of the different branches as laid 
down in the program of studies, and to impress upon them 
their responsibility for the accomplishment of it. Inci- 
dentally, I brought before the teachers the corrected pa- 
pers from last June’s examinations, showing the average 
for each school in each test, and also the number of pupils 
in all the schools together who received perfect marks and 
those who made mistakes, in each question. By this means 
we learned just where the children had failed in their 
year’s work, so far as the examinations covered it. The 
knowledge obtained has been of great benefit to the teach- 
ers this year. 

The interest of the teachers in these meetings is shown 
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by the fact that all the teachers attended every meeting. 
They asked and answered many practical questions of 
school room work. In advance of each meeting I inspected 
the work of each teacher in the subject that was next to 
be treated and in this way kept before the teachers and 
myself a definite object to work for at all times through- 
out the year. The meetings will continue to be held once 
a month.

A comparative study of the statistics for the years: 
1906 to 1909 will show in what respects the schools have 
gained or lost ground. During the year 1906 and the 
ereater part of the year 1907 no superintendent was em- 
ployed. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The percent of attendance stood at 88 in 1906, fell to: 
84 in 1907, rose to 89 in 1908, and reached 93.9 in 1909,, 


\ 
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when it was 4 points above the average for the state. This: 
gain shows progress that is fundamental, as no other item 
ean be considered of as great importance in the schooling 
of the children as regularity of attendance. Atkinson may 
well feel proud of this item in the history of her education. 

The number. of children attending the academy shows 
a slight increase while at the same time the total enrol- 
ment of school children has fallen off considerably. This 
year 100 percent of the common school graduates entered 
the secondary school. The average for 51 cities and towns 
in this state last year was 88 percent of the graduates, 
and the estimated average for the entire state was 50 per 
cent. Here again the town has an enviable record and 
strong reason to be congratulated. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR. 


The school year closing July 15, 1909, was the longest: 
in the four years for which I have given the figures. It 
was above the average for the state, but, to quote from 
State Superintendent Morrison’s last report: ‘‘Here, as: 
elsewhere, the average value does not tell the whole story. 
i Aa 56 per cent of the whole school membership of 
the state is in towns in which the school year is 36 weeks 
DEROVOr thr scl ay It is to be hoped that this percentange 
will continue to rise until it reaches 100 per cent.’’ It 
seems reasonable to ask that, if our children are expected 
to be prepared for the academy, an approved school, in 
eight years of study that each of these eight years ought 
to be thirty-six weeks long. 


TEACHERS. 


Teachers’ salaries show a gain in 1909 of $6.15 per 
school month over those in 1906, but for the last three 
years have been about stationary. In order that we may 
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know how we stand in this matter compared with other 
towns I give the average woman teacher’s salary per 
school month for the state in the year 1908, which was 
$36.01. The average for this item in Rockingham county 
was $37.33. Let it be remembered that the average for 
Atkinson that year was $35.28, which was also the highest 
in our history.
